Washington Test Case 


On Crime 


The nation's capital is noted for its contrasts. 
Two of them, though drawing much attention in recent 


years, reach back almost into Civil War times for their 
roots. 


Washington is noted for its fine stores, impressive 


buildings, fine parks and tony residential districts. Right 
next to them, in fact, at the back door of the capitol 
building, is one of the worst slums in the U.S. 


Washington's chief product is government which in the 


final anlysis is or at least should be good law and obedi- 
ence to it. The crime rate in the capital is among the top 
ten in the nation and while we are accustomed to hearing 
how bad things are in Chicago, most police authorities feel 
it is safer to wander about at night in the Windy City 
than it is to take an unescorted nocturnal stroll through 
downtown Washington. 


Waiting for President Johnson's signature to become law 


or perhaps to take effect without the Chief Executive's pen 
is a bill on criminal procedure for the District of Columbia. 


The American Law Institute which is to lawyers what the 


Taj Mahal is to architects helped Congress draft the bill. 


Three provisions are under attack. 
One reduces the facility of getting out from under a 


criminal charge on an insanity plea by requiring the 
defendant to show whether he comprehends the difference 
between right and wrong. 


Another permits the police to question a suspect up to six 


hours provided he receives advance notice of his right to 
counsel and to remain silent. 


A third extends this detention authority in another 


direction. The officer may pick up anyone if there is 
probable cause to believe the suspect is committing or has 
committed a crime. He can demand his name, address and 
his business abroad in the city. If the answers suggest a 
need for further interrogation, the officer can extend his 
detention up to four hours before releasing the person or 
placing a charge against him. 


The first provision merely codifies what the courts have 


always held. 


The second and third changes are frontal attacks on 


recent Supreme Court decisions on arrest and interrogation 
which are releasing criminals from prison in droves. 


Senator Bobby Kennedy, the American Civil Liberties 


Union and a host of professional liberals are shedding tears 
by the bucket and pressuring Johnson to veto the measure. 


Kennedy and Senator Tydings from nearby Maryland say 


the cure for crime is in its cause, and assign a larger dosage 
of Great Society handouts as the way to make life and 
property safe for the law abiding citizen. 


It sounds good and depending on the constituency, it can be 


hot political stuff, but it ignores the simple fact that 
economic opportunity or lack of it is not crime's tap root. 
Countless studies have shown that crime is a spillage which 
does not start and stop at a neighborhood. The dressiest 
suburbs in the land are learning this sad fact the hard way 
today. 


If the bill becomes law, it is bound to come under review 


of the Supreme Court which by the Miranda and Escobedo 
opinions is making life easy and profitable for the anti- 
social element. 


The one bit of salvage is that those cases were split 


decisions on administrative procedures and rules of law not 
drawn by the legislative branch of the government. 


Maybe the Justices, if and when they receive a test case 


on the D.C. bill will recognize the legislature's prerogative to 
enact law. 


More important, possibly the misguided majority will look 


at the crime statistics first rather than retreat into an ivory 
tower to ponder the problem. 


Victory For Nature 


By acting in one instance and not in another, the 89th 


Congress won the affection of conservationists and saved two 
of the nation's lovelier natural legacies. What makes the 
victory more remarkable is the fact that in each instance the 
meek managed to prevail over the mighty. 


For 40 years, naturalists struggled seemingly hopelessly 


to save the dunes along Indiana's Lake Michigan shoreline 
from encroaching steel mills. The steel mills seemed about to 
make it all the way. 


But 
a 
counter-offensive 
by 
the 
Save 
the 
Dunes 


Council culminated in enactment of legislation assigning 14 
shoreline miles and (5,539 acres of rare natural beauty to a 
national park. 
. Led by the Sierra Club, other naturalists succeeded in 
generating enough popular support to dissuade Congress 
from approving a neat little power play which would have 
dammed the Colorado River at two places in Grand Canyon. 


The question raised was whether private interests should 


be accommodated by sacrificing part of the "single most 
revealing page of natural history on earth," the Grand 
Canyon. 


To its credit, the 89th Congress decided it was not. 
Thanks to the efforts of conservationists, the national 


Interest prevailed over regional exploitation in both cases.

Soviet armor.and infantry remain on duty as a fearsome 
reminder that patriotic fervor and a few rifles are still no 
match for the red army. 


The Hungarians have not submitted to their jailers, 


however. They have ignored them. Hoping to win the people 
over, the regime has given them more food and goods but 
they have given nothing in return. 


• Janos Kadar seems powerless to fight this quiet rebellion. 
His fist is still wrapped in Russian iron but he cannot smash 
It down on a target he cannot see, only sense.

One of the characteristics of 


ulcers of the stomach and the 
small intestine (duodenum) is 
that the symptoms tend to come 
and go as the ulcer heals. It has 
been noted but not explained 
that a flare-up or recurrence of 
an ulcer happens in the spring 
or the early fall.

cretlons, alco-. 
hoi, tobacco and] 
coffee contribute! 
to the return of I 
the ulcer pain. I 
T h e r e is no I 
doubt that the[ 
emotions, 
anxi- 


ety, 
guilt

In new attacks 
of ulcers. 


This cycle can continue for 


many years. With treatment the 
ulcer gets better. With careless- 
ness the ulcer returns. 


It Is only when a complication 


of the ulcer occurs that surgery 
is considered. For example, if a 
blood vessel in the ulcer area of 
the stomach breaks and there is 
a large loss of blood doctors 
become alerted to the possible 
dangers of such a complication. 


If this happens repreatedly it 


Is far less dangerous to remove 
that portion of the stomach that 
is ulcerous than it is to wait for 
more serious episodes of bleed- 
ing. 


Sometimes 
an ulcer heals 


with scar tissue and adhesions. 
If this should interefere with the 
normal passage of food from 
the stomach 
to the intestine 


surgery is sometimes consider- 
ed. 


Surgery is no longer a "last 


resort" method of treatment. It 
is now performed with so little 
risk that it must rot be put off 
because of fear. The combined 
judgment of the physician and 
the surgeon, as to the need for 
an operation, 
is based on their 


total evaluation of the condition 
and their fear of complications.

should not, contain lead. For- 
merly, lead poisoning resulted 
from such strange appetites of 
children. 


Sometimes an odd appealing 


taste of the wood or paint may 
encourage the child to continue. 
With firmness, without punish- 
ment, the child can usually be 
weaned away from this tempta- 
tion.
